STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wilton, in the County of Hills- 
borough, in said state, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Wilton, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

Ist—To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2nd—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation 
of the same. 

3rd—To hear the reports of the selectmen, treasurer and oth- 
er town officers and pass any vote relative thereto. 

4th—To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate together with the free use of the town hall on 
Memorial Day and evening for the observance of Memorial 
Day, 13897. 

5th—To see if the town will vote to put in three electric 
lights on Kennedy Hill, and raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 

6th—To see if the town will vote to put in one electric light 
near M. J. Herlihy’s and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 

éth—To see if the town will vote to build a sidewalk from the 
N. D. Foster place to the old school house owned by Joel Per- 
ham and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

8th— To see if the town will vote to build a sidewalk from

C. H. Burns to a point near Geo. E. Hartwell’s, and raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 

9th—To see if the town will vote to build a sidewalk from 
James L. Hardy’s to a point near the S. E. Foster house and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 

10th—To see if the town will vote to rebuild the wall between 
S. B. Center’s stable and Bates & Putnam’s shop and raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 

1l1th—To see if the town will vote to purchase a snow roller 
and raise and appropriate money for the same 

12th—To see if the town will grant the free use of the town 
hall to the W. C. ‘I. U_ for three public temperance meetings. 

13th—To see if the town will grant the free use of the town 
hail one evening to the high school graduating class. 

l4th—To sce if the town will vote to rigorously enforce the 
liquor law. : 

15th—To see what action the town will take in regard to 
changing the water course on Kennedy Hill or take any other 
vote relative thereto. 

16th—To see if the town will vote to purchase a road machine 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

17th—To see if the town will vote to assist Wm H. Hopkins 
to prevent the water from injuring his buildings and flooding 
his premises. 

18th—To see if the town will vote to accept the first story of 
the new Masonic building for the use of the public library, in 
accordance with a proposition of the Hon D. A. Gregg to furnish 
the same in a manner suitable for that purpose, or consider any 
other proposition or act thereon. 

19th—To see what action the town will take regarding build- 
ing resevoirs for fire purposes, one near Mrs. John Sullivan’s 
and one for the protection of the new school building, or act 
thereon. 

20th—To see what sum of money the town will raise and ap- 
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propriate for the repair of the sidewalk from M. P. Stanton’s 
store to Milford line or act thereon. 

21st—To see if the town will vote to lay a cement pipe of 
suitable dimensions to take the water and sewerage, commenc- 
ing at a point near Mrs. Abiel Livermore’s house, going east to 
Prince street, thence down said street to the brook near John 
McKay’s house, and make appropriation for the same. 

22nd—To see what action the town will take relative to build- 
ing sidewalks, requiring abuttors to bear a certain part of the 
expense. 

23rd—To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education present this report of their 
stewardship to the town of Wilton, for the school year of 
1896-7. | 

At the annual meeting in March, 1896, D. E. Proctor 
was chosen a member of the Board for three years which 
was subsequently origanized by the choice of Miss Martha 
A. Putnam as secretary, and D. E. Proctor as chairman 
and treasurer. On April 1,Mr. Harlow, who had served the | 
town so acceptably for several years, having changed his 
residence, resigned, and Mr. H. L. Emerson was appointed 
to serve until the next annual meeting. 

The work having been so well performed by our pre- 
decessors made it much easier for the incoming board than 
it otherwise would have been had _ the conditions been 
different. 

At the best a position on the Board is no sinecure; what- 
ever is done will be more or less criticised. It is right 
that it should be. But would it not be much better for 
our schools if it were done in a manner to build up and 
improve rather than tear down and destroy? Neither the 
Board, nor the teachers, claim to have arrived at perfec- 
tion, but rather far from it, as they contemplate how little 
any one knows compared with what there is to be learned 
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as to the best methods of instruction. What were consid- 
ered only a few years ago as the best is now being fast 
relegated to oblivion. 

The greatest minds, men who have given their lives to 
the study of the best methods are not agreed, and consider 
it the greatest problem of the ages to come asit has been 
in the ages past, how best to instruct the young so that 
they may be the most fully equipped to attain the great- 
est results from their talents in life; this being so it can 
hardly be expected that aman can be taken from his 
treadmill of life, placed upon the Board and be suddenly 
endowed with the wisdom of the ages, and so it seems that 
it would be.good policy for us to adopt the law passed by 
our N. H. legislature, March 19, 1895, allowing a superin- 
tendent of schools for several towns, grouped together for 


that purpose, and to be paid a salary sufficient to secure an 
able man who could give his whole time, talents, and ener- 


gies to the work. 

We teel that all our teachers have endeavored to do 
their duty carefully and conscientiously, and having given 
years of hard and patient study to prepare themselves for 
their work are certainly entitled to our cordial support and 
encouragement. Results may not be apparent now, teach- 
ers may think their work is in vain, but in the years to 
come some idea may have been planted that will be of in- 
caiculable benefit to the man who may date his first in- 
spivatiom from the word fitly spoken in the little country 
school. 

The teachers’ harvest is in the beyond, so let your eriti- 
cisms be friendly; if you have a suggestion to make, they

will thankfully receive it, if a correction to make none will 
be more ready to consider it. What we need is co-opera- 
tion. Parents and teachers all working together for the 
best interest of our children, to build them up, inspire in 
them the principles of true manhood and pure womanhood. 
There is no calling fraught with higher responsibilities 
than that of the teacher, and to assist her to do her work 
the best she should have the earnest support and sympathy 
of every parent. 

The school buildings outside the village will be in very 
fair condition after having some needed repairs, such as 
shingling, paint, aud paper. New desks have been put in 
the Kimball school, and enough to complete the outfit in 
the new school house. A book cupboard has been put in 
the book room and also one into the laboratory for the safe 
keeping of the apparatus. 

We have also placed three chemical fire extinguishers 
one on each floor. 

By an entertainment $95.37 was raised for the purchase 
of a piano for the use of the schools, and one was bought 
for $106, leaving a balance of $10.68 which we feel justi- 
fied, in view of the benefits received, in charging to the 
expense account of the district. The heating of the 
building seems to be a decided success, for in the coldest 
days the rooms were well warmed, when schools in 
Nashua were dismissed because they could not be heated 
so as to be comfortable for the scholars. 

In accordance with the vote of the district the old 
school houses in former districts Nos. 4 and 10 were sold 
at auction April 25, 1896, and the proceeds paid to the 
town treasurer with the exception of $116.99, being an 
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account left over from the building of the new school 
house, and which should have been included in its con- 
struction account. | 

The selectmen had no appropriation to pay it. The 
Board felt that it ought not to be paid out of the school ap- 
propriation and as a compromise it was decided by the select- 
men and the Board that so much of the old house should 
be put into the new building as would pay the balance due 
upon these desks. We trust this disposition of the case will 
meet with your approbation. 

Mr. L. H. Blood was employed to take the census of 
the children of school age. He reported boys, 129; girls, 
148. Total 277. While the teachers’ registers show a 
total of 803, which is accounted for in part that twenty 
of the latter are over the schoolage. We do not gnaran- 
tee the perfect accuracy of the following table because 
several of the schools are now in session,and also from the 
faet that the school year for which the teachers’ registers 
ure prepared, begins at the fall term, while the financial 
school year begins in the spring, and it is also difficult to 
get an accurate average of each school for the year on ac- 
count of the various changes from one school to another. 
We think however it will approximate very nearly to the 
facts.
